MAJORITY 

1.1.  (SBU)  SUMMARY:  While  Presidential  front-runner  Rene 

Preval  holds  a clear  majority  in  the  West  department  and  a 
very  slight  majority  in  the  Southeast,  he  has  not  established 
a majority  in  the  remaining  eight  departments.  However,  he 
is  leading  in  all  departments  except  the  Northwest,  where  he 
is  in  second  place.  While  clearly  the  choice  of 
Port-au-Prince,  Preval  has  not  received  a mandate  from  the 
provinces.  The  dwindling  of  Preval ' s lead  over  the  past  week 
is  due  to  the  delay  in  receiving  and  processing  returns  from 
the  provinces.  END  SUMMARY.
